STANDARD CONDITIONS OF PROBATION 

You wili noMeave the judicial district without permission of the Court or probation officer. 

You will report to the probation officer and submit a truthful and compiete written report within the first five days of ^ach month. 

You will answer truthfully all inquiries by the probation officer, and follow the instructions of the probation officer. 

You will support your dependents and meet other family responsibllitiss, to include complying with any court order (j)r order of administrative 

process requiring the payment of child support. 

You will work regularly at a lawful occupation unless excused by the probation officer for schooting, training, or otiie|r acceptable reasons. 

You wiil notily the probation ofificer at least ten days prior to ariy change of residence or employment. 

You wilt not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, or administered; you shall refrain from ej^oessfve use of alcohol and 

wii! not purchase, possess, use, distribute or administer any controiied substance or paraphernalia related to stj|ch substances, except as 

prescribed by a physician. 

You wrii not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity, and will not associate with any person convlctecj of a crime unless granted 

permission to do so by the probation officer 

You wii! permit a proiiation officer to visit at any time at your home, empioyment or elsewhere and will permit confiscation of any contraband 

observed in plain view by the probation officer. 

You will notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested, questioned, or upon having any contact with a law enforcement 

officer. 

You wili not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or special agent of a law enforcement agency without thel pemiission of the Court. 

As directed by the probation officer, you wili notify third parties of rist^s that may be occasioned by your criminal recbrd or personal history or 

characteristics, and permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confirm your compliance with such potification requirements. 

You wili not possess a firearm, destructive device, or other dangerous weapon. 



ADDITIONAL CONDITIONS: 



1 , The defendant shall notify the Clerk of Court for the U.S. District Court within thirty (30) days of any changej of address until such 
time as the financial obligation is paid in full. 

2, Pursuant to Public Law 108-405, Revised DNA Collection Requirements under the Justice for All Act of 2004, the defendant shall 
submit to DNA coliection at the direction of the U.S. Probation Office. 

3, The defendant shall be prohibited from incurring new credit charges * opening additional tines of crecjit, or negotiating or 
consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the Probation Officer 

4, The defendant shall provide the Probation Office with his income tax returns, authorization for release of credit information, and 
any other business or financial infonnation in which he has a control or interest. 



5. The defendant shall be placed in the Eiectronic Monitoring Program for a period of six (6) months, to commei 
days of being place on probation. The defendant shall pay for the eiectronic monitoring sen/ice at a rate that 
per day.

The restitution payment is due immediately. 

If a victim has received compensation from insurance or any other source with respect to a loss, restitutio^ shall be paid to the 
person who provided or Is obligated to provide the compensation, but all restitution of victims shall be paid to thp victims before any 
restitution is paid to such a provider of compensation- 

If the fine and/or restitution is not paid, the Court may sentence the defendant to any sentence which might Ihave been originaliy 
imposed. See 18 U.S.C. § 3614. Pursuant to 18 U.SX, §§ 3572(d)(3) and 3664(k). the defendant shall notify the oLrt and the Attorney 
General of any material change in the defendant's economic circumstances that might affect the defendant's ablity to pay a fine or 
restitution. As set out in 18 U.S.C. § 3664(n)/if the defendant receives substantial resources from any source, including inheritance, 
settlement, or other judgment during the period of incarceration, the defendant shell apply the value of such resources to any restitution 
orfine still owed.

1825, Washington, D,C. 200Q1, except those payments made through the Bureau of Prisons' Inmate Financial Responsibility Program.
